"If It were not for strike.-!," Mr. Small said, 
"we would now be at or near capacity pro- 
duction in most fields." And. warning that 
the Inflation danger would roach lt,>! peak In 
the next few months, he added, "Six months 
• of full production Would, I think, .-sec us In a 
position where we could afford to take risk; 

Organized labor launched an Intensive 
widespread campaittn to ".^ave the OPA" after 
the house of representatives passed 
which left the price-control agency badly cut 
but still breathing. Labor organizations havi 
blamed reactionary congressmen and reac 
tlonary tjuslnes.smen for desiring an end of 
controls and a sky-rocketing period of boom 
and buit. 

But there has been nothins said in nil tlie 
labor campalRnlng about the contribution 
which protracted strikes have made to 
ditlon which many union members seem to 
think can be remedied by price control alone. 

The coal striice !s only the latest and most 
imposing addition to the wall behind which 
Is damned an ever-rising demand for goods 
One strike after another has held back thl; 
accumulation of Inflationary money, J\ist 
when It has seemed that supply and di 
might at last start toward some semblance 
of balance, along has come a new and more 
aerlous stoppage. 

In our integrated and Interdependent 
economy, the steel and coal strikes have been 
lelt by almost every family In the country. 
They will continue to be felt for some time to 
come, with effects runnlnR from Inconven- 
ience to unemployment and downrlRht hard- 
ship. 

That Is not to say that strikes are the only 
source of danger. But It Is entirely mislcad- 
ingto believe that the whole story of threat- 
ened inflation Is contained tn the argument 
over whether the OPA's price ccllinKs are 
stifling production or whether protlt-nreody 
Industrialists are staBlng a production sit- 
down until all controls are off. 

Since the administration seem.s- committed 
to a policy of price control without wage con 
trol, it appears that organized labor 
take some voluntary, steps If the country 1: 
to come oft Its precarious perch at the brink 
of Inflation. 

If labor would make a deal with congress, 
«D to speak, and agree to a six-month mora- 
torium on strikes in return for continued 
price control, then Indeed there would be 
good cause (or hope. It would be rr much to 
organized labor's Interest as It would to in 
dustry's to do so. 

To threaten more strikes and more wage 
demands if prlct controls are removed is 
simply to pile disaster upon disa-ster. The 
country's Industry must have the opportunity 
to plan with confidence for production over 
a considerable period of time if inflation and 
unemployment are to be avoided. 

Labor's agreement to negotiate Its demand; 
and grievances without striking for sIj 
months would not seem an exorbitant price to 
pay for helping put the country back on Its 
lect.
